Home antiquarians believe the Nilo¬ 
meter to be the indicator mentioned 
in th© first century of the Christian 
era by Pliny, who recorded that If the 
water reached only to twelve-cubit 
mark, a famine was Indicated; If to 
thirteen cubits, scarcity; fifteen.

City’s Distribution Services 
Are Outworn, Council is Told 

Determine to See Spring 
Ridge Work Through 

The estimate* have been 
pruned so severely that the City 
Couneil is setting aside very 
little money for new works. 
However, the first affirmative, 
votes for waterworks renewals 
came last evening, when the 
council left in the estimates a 
vote of 110,000 for tho high pressure 
motn on Yates Street. between 
Blanshard Hlrcct and Vancouver 
Htrret, anil for the first part of the 
new main on Hillside Avenue, be¬ 
tween Dougin* and Quadra Streets, 
which serves a largo portion of the 
city. This latter main Is the one, 
which has been so often damaged 
by elect roly als. The Hillside main 
hna been recommended for several 
years by the engineer, but has been 
struck out of the estimate*. The 
estimated coat Is 930.000, and the 
committee felt that a third of the 
work should be done this year. 

During the discussion It transpired 
thai'YiVrtWT of the water mains must 
be renewed, that they are important 
sections of the trunk distribution 
service, end ns Important for fire pro¬ 
tection service as for domestic sup¬ 
ply, 

SPRING RIOGE IMPROVEMENT 

A long discussion occurred In re¬ 
gard to the expense of seeing through 
the work already done at the Spring 
Ridge Hand Pits, ami also the Olad- 
stone Avenue widening and improve¬ 
ment adjacent.

One of the chief problems in the 
home crjo of the fiejt is that of the 
observations of symptoms.

I temperature does not necessarily 
j mean an improvement In the patient's 
condition—neither docs a rise of one 
or two degrees invariably Indicate a 
change for the worse. The tempera¬ 
ture, possibly more than any other 
symptom, needs careful interpreta¬ 
tion. The temperature should be re¬ 
corded at regular intervals, prefer¬ 
ably about 8 a.m. and ugain at 4 p m. 
Needless to say. children should 
never be left while the temperature 
1 * being taken for Je«r of breakage 
of the instrument or other accident. 

The functioning of the digestive 
organs should be systematically ob¬ 
served. The amount and nature of 
food partaken of, the state of the 
appetite, the occurrence of nausea or 
vomiting should be noted. 

The nature and frequency of the 
excretions must be recorded. If 
either the bowel movement or urine 
appear abnormal In any way they 
should be preserved for Inspection. 

The mental stute of the patient Is 
of great importance. Any tendency 
to "wander" or to excitement with¬ 
out apparent cause should be re¬ 
ported to the doctor, ns should un¬ 
usual depression and dullness. 

The foregoing remark* are not In¬ 
tended for one moment to cover the 
whole ground, but simply to assist 
the home nurse to recognize impor¬ 
tant factors In the patient's con¬ 
dition. and to report upon them in 
such a manner as will brat assist 
the physician in drawing his own 
conclusions.
